From Henry Verslype t In reply to a request for informations on 
Belgian settlements in Indiana, he answered 1 " I think that I live 
in one of the highest if not the highest percentage counties of 
Belgians) St* Joseph County has two major cities. South Bend on the 
west side and Mishawaka on the east side. 

In South Bend and the adjoining rural area there are 3i % Belgians 
plus Belgian descendants, or approx. 6632. 

In Mishawaka and adjoining rural area, there are 16 or approx, 8880. ( 
The county total is of 15,512. 

The Mishawaka percentage will be hard to exceed. There are 95 % 

East Flanders plus 5 % West Flanders. I have'^ere since 1923 and 
have met only 2 Walloons. 

Thanks for the information; and have a pleasant winter in Florida.* 


James Desreumaux will be spending a lot of time in Madison, Wise, 
this year, and he is willing to help any members with research to be 
done at the State Historical Library in Madison. 


The DeRoos are back from England where they enjoyed a very fruitful trip, 
with one simple clue, Mrs. DeRoo was able to overcome the obstacle of 
determining where one of her ancestors came from and, by searching 
the Parish Records, was able to back that side of her family at 
least three generations, which means to the early 1600's. Mrs. 

DeRoo is also the guthor of an excellent article that was published 
in the Feb.-Marchof the Genealogical Helper , this article is 
about Irish research. 

Well, back to Belgian research... Clement DeRoo tells us that in Belgium 
there are 2 kinds of certificates that you can request; " unsigned" 
or "unsealed”, which means that the reproduction is not certified with 
seals or signatures and cost about 35 Belgian Francs (about one dollar); 
and " signed" or "sealed" certificates which means that the reproduction 
is certified with signature and seals and cost about 135 Belgian Francs 
(almost four dollars}■ The sealed certificate makes It a legal documsnt; 
however, the reproduction is the same in each case, so unless there 
is a need for a legal document, the unsealed provides the same genealogical 
information. 

Also, with the consolidation of town records, the vital statistics

Mary Barry was thrilled to receivers "chubby" envelope from 
Meux, (Namur) which is now La Bruyere, this envelope contained 
the information requested and much more, it shows that Henri Romain 
DRESDE born 8 Aug. 1806 was the son of Dieudonne - " Joseph Dresde 
and Caroline Gilaine, they were living at Liemu at the time 
Df Henri’s marriage which took place at Meux on June 6, 1835 (civil 
ceremony) to Christine Josephe Herbiniert (Also Herbignat or 
Herbiniat) bom 18 Sept, 1809 at Meux, she was the daughter of 
Francois Joseph Herbiniert and Marie Joseph Radelet. (Henri Dresde 
emigrated to Wisconsin with his family in Oct, 1855“ there are 
various spelling of the name; Druiste- Draiste, etc...).

The Inghels are back from their trip to Europe which took them (along 
with 21 students in their charge) to Germany, France and Russia, 
leaving only 1 week to spend in Belgium with their relatives and 
friends; in his last letter Pierre tells us about name changes and 
an exp/erience he had when doing research for someone in LaGrande, 


Oregon, who had ancestors from Belgium by the name " Iron", after 
hours of research Pierre was able to find a Joseph Dufer , who left 
Antwerp under that name, but who upon arrival in New-York was registered

A La Grande resident, Pierre inghels, started to search 
for his family history of Feb, 14, 1976, and since then has 
found documented information that dates back to 1656. 

Tne Genealogical Library has been most helpful/ 1 
Inghels; said. "We are not Mormons, but it doesn’t matter, 
anyone c an go to the Library, 

“The documentation is fantastic. They have information 
from an over the world/' 

Inghels, who came to America 16 years ago from 
Belgium, decided to trace his family roots because his two 
children started asking questions about their grand* 
parents and other family members. 

“It’s not difficult, but you have to be on it all the time. 
Not just once a month, but every week/ 1 said Inghels. “I 
worked on it twice a week/' 

In two years time, Inghels said he has looked at more 
than 100 films searching for information. 

Most of the information from foreign countries is in a 
foreigr language too, Inghels said he knew French, Dutch, 
Latin and German which helped a great deal/ "' 1 " J ' p ' ' 

Inghels has also photocopied every document he has got¬ 
ten liis hands on. He has searched family belongings and 
questioned family members looking for clues that might 
help him trace even farther back. 

The most exciting discovery for Inghels was right before 
last Christmas when he found out that two female 
ancestors had been honored by a church in Europe. Two 
bells had been dedicated in their name in 1730* 

"We wrote to family members in our Christmas cards 
who ore still in Europe and told them about this 
discovery,“ said Inghels. 

“But no one knew about it. We had to come to America to 
fine out that/ 1 

Inghels did take one trip to his homeland thinking he 
would find information faster, but he found that it was ac¬ 
tually easier to trace his family's roots in La Grande. 

Although Inghels lias found much information about his 
and his wife's ancestors, he is still searching. 

“We have run into a problem of finding my wife's great- 
grandparents, 1 ' he said. “But it is somewhere and we will 
fine it, ' 

“In Europe they can’t believe we can find all that in¬ 
formation in La Grande, Ore,/ 1 added Leen Inghels, 
Pierre's wife. 

But :he Inghels have documented piuof of everything 
and they can actually say they know who their ancestors 
are and what they did. 

And you could find out about your family history too — 
right here in La Grande. 
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We received from Mary Ann Lurquin Defnet " REUNION, A BENO_CHAMPEAU 

GENEALOGY, which is a well written and well documented genealogy 

of the Beno (Binon-Belgium) and Chainpeau (Canada) families, also i 

Mary Ann sent us very graciously, the "LURQUIN ADDITION " which is 

a genealogy of the Lurquin (Belgium) and Deuster (Germany 

still has copies available of the "LURQUIN ADDITION" at the cost 

of $ 4.50 postpaid. these 2 books have pictures, maps, copies 

of records, etc,., as well as references to many hundreds of names 

of people who settled in the Green Bay area of Wisconsin; we 

cannot help but feel when reading these genealogies that they 

were written with much affection for the families included in these 

2 books, 

Mary Ann enjoyed her trip to Belgium , where she was able to 

visit the birthplaces of some of her ancestors (Blanden,Oud-Heverlee), 

she reports that the "frites" are delicious, we agree, we agree...,. 


From Sarah Ledosquet, an article that appeared in " La Semaine" 

30 Dec 5 1929 and written by Abbe'* Toussaint. 

DOSQUET 

The name appears for the first time in 1532, under le dosques.a i t 
spelling; the owner of this name and Mathy the Mayor of 
Outrewarchenne became involved in a fight and were sentenced to pay 
a fine of 15 Aidants for the fornu-^r and 44 Aida^nts for the 
latter, if they failed to pay the fines, they would have been 
requested to make a pilgrimage to- Vendome for one and to 
Rocadamour for the other one. The fine wasn’t very heavy, at that 
time for 14 Aidants you could buy 4 cheeses; however, going on a 
pilgrimage would have been a stiffer fine, { 

Johan le dosques from Steinbach, called also Johan the Widower, had 
2 or 3 sons, Querin and Johan, whose surnames were either Le Dosquet 
or the Widover, perhaps also Henri the Widover. 

Querin’s family lived in Remonval, but that branch of the family 
died out with his granddaughter Marie* an ancestor of the Wansart 
family. Johan le Dosquet, who died around 1588, left numerous 
descendants 1 5 sons and 2 daughters - they lived in Steinbach, Ondenval 
and Bruyeres (these places are located in the area of Malmedy, Province 
of Liege). However, the Ondeval and Bruyeres Branches died out during 
the 17c. and the one living in Steinbach, which emigrated to 
Thirimont, survived them for about 100 years without extending. 

Today’s Ledosquet come from another branch of that family that 
we find in Boussire (a village of Malmedy), where in 1588 a Michel 
Le Dosquet lived, probably since his wedding to a Molber girl. 

I couldn't establish his relationship to the Dosquet of Steinbach, 
but most likely they have the same origins which would be from 
Malmedy in the 15th. century. 

In 1486 there was on the Market place, a house named "Michel Xheis" 
who paid 1 florin of rent to the High Court of Justice. One 
century late we find our Michel Le Dosquet from Boussires, nicknamed 
sometime Xhies or Xheice, which would indicate for sure (?) that 
he is a direct descendant of Michel Xheis, who perhaps is the 
direct ancestors of all the Dosquet. The descandants of Michel are 
found in Boussire, G'Doumont, Chodes, where they still can be 
found today. 

From there a branch of the family went to live in Robertville, 

( in 1775 - Caspar Le Dosquet of G’Doumont) his descendants are still 
prospering in Ovifat and other places. 

Since the 19th. century, the civil registration has done away with 
the Le of Ledosquet, but it’s still been kept in popular language 
(Walloon) which says " amon 1'Dosquet" (at the Dosquet) and also

among the families who emigrated to Bad-Kreuznaeh (Germany-) 
these families are perhaps descendants of Henry Le Dosquet, who 
perhaps was a brother of Gaspardf they are living either at Walk 
or Champagne*. * 

This name (Le Dosquet)is one of the hardest to define* 

Main spelling since the 16th. century - Le Dosques, le Dosque t le 
docques, le dosche, le Doschye, le Dosket. In the 17th c. the 
spelling is Le Dosquet, with articulation of the T. which gave 
the rare spelling of le dosquette. As mentionned in another 
articles names like Pirotte, Melotte, Jacquemotte come from 
masculin names. 

I will never be able to resolve the question of the meaning of 
the name, which come from an old Walloon word whose meaning is 
lost to us. The philologian Grandgagnage list in his dictionary 
of old Walloon words, the name of Henry le Doschet, found around 

Liege in 1515* . . 

There is an important Le Dosquet family near Liege, perhaps at 
Hamoir-Xhignesse, this family goes back to the 15th. c._The first 
one mentionned is Henry le Dosket, Canon of St. Pierre in Liege 
from 1500 to 1526. His coat of arms was 3 crescnets "montants" which 
can also be found combined with other designs on the other Le Dosquet 
coats of arms. These armorial bearings are those of the Hamoir 

famly. , 

In 1746, Evrard de Leau, pastor of Xhignesse, who was killed bji 
the 3 Renard brothers, buried one of his parishiners named 
Dosquet who was 113 years old, and who kept his faculties up to 
his death. In G'Doumont, 2 brothers by the name of Le Dosquet 
, are over 90, may they follow the example of the other Dosquet 

v from Xhignesse. About Xhignesse which is sometime spelled Xhines, 

couldn't we see in that Michel Xheis or Xhies (i486) a mispelling 
of Michel (de) Xhines ? Then the place of origin of the Le Dosquet 
would be near Liege, near the river Ourthe. 

A few years ago, in Liege, in the convent of the Salesiens, 
died a brother known for his holiness \ Brother Bernard Dosquet, 
from Ovifat, fondly remembered by the older generation of Ovifat 
and Chodes. __ 

Sarah Ledosquet is now teaching the Genealogy Course in Sunday School. 

The following topographical description of the "gemeente " of St. Laureins, 

EP. comes from one of the " Dictionnaire Geographique de la Province 
in this case,of course^it is the one about East Flanders. These dictionaries 
compiled around 1832 are in French, so this is a translation. We hope 
to have one or more descriptions of towns in each of our newsletters under 
the tittle 1 GEOGRAPHICALLY SPEAKING. 

Sint Laureins, community of the canton and at 1 2/5 mile N/N/W of Eecloo (old 
spelling) in the district of and at 5 miles N/N/W of Ghent. It is bordered 
North by St. Margriete; East by Kaprijke; South by Eeklo, and West by Maldegerr 
Its hamlets ai*p 1 Boterhoek, Celie, Oosthoek, Comer, Hoogte and Vaeken. 

Many small strains run through the territory, the main ones are* Lage-Lieve, 
Slepen-Damme-Watergang, Viermaten, Moerhuise, Feye and Goetulaere. 

The land is flat, argillous and sandy. The harvests consist of wheat, 
rye, barley, oats, buck wheat.clover. npurrev,and potatoes, Orchards 
contain apples, pears, plums, cherries and walnuts trees. Many lofty trees 
and underbrush can also be foundi the underbrush are harvested every 9 
years. In 1830 there was 158 horses, 29 foals, 445 cattle heads, 114 calves, 
492 pigs, 118 sheeps and 21 goats. The population is of 2814 inhabitants. 

There are 313 houses, 78 farms, one church, one public school and one 
private. Two medical doctors and 2 veterinarians are residing there. 
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GEOGRAPHICALLY SPEAKINGi St. Laureins, Cont. 

Farming, and flax weaving are the main industries. There are 3 flour mills. 
No main highway crosses this community.
